600-Year-Old Secret Bared 


NEWBOLD TRANSLATION VERIFIED 


By Test of Bacon Cipher 


Philadelphia, December 1.—(2)— 
Unused for more than 600 years a 
secret formula for the production of 
salts of copper found in one of Rog- 
er Bacon’s Alchemical works has been 
preved effective by University of 
Pennsylvania chemists. 3 

This was revealed tonight at a me- 
morial meeting for the late Dr. Wil- 
liam Romaine Newbold, professor of 
intellectual and moral philosophy at 
the university, and gave verification to 
Dr. Newbold’s translation of the dif- 
ficult cipher ia which the Franciscan 
monk and scientist of the 15th cen- 
tury wrote his works. 

Five years ago Dr. Newbold stirred 
the scientifie world by announcing 
that he had succeeded in translating 
the famous manuscript of Bacon 
owned by Wilfred M. Voynich, biblio- 


grapher and medievalist, of New York. | 


Dr. Newbold. among whose more 
prominent authoritative works were 
documents on the “Odes of Solomon” 
th: “Great Chalive of Antioeh,” 
thought by many to be the true “Holy 
Grail” and on the Roger Bacon man- 
usceript was keenly sensitive to the 


fact that skeptics. were at times in-) 


clined to consider that his remarkable 
findings were the product of sub- 
conscious mind rather than the results 
of scholarly research. 

lt was announced tonight that when 
he found the formula for salts of 
copper in one of Bacon’s Alchemical § 
works which he deciphered he took 
it to Dr. Edgar F. Smith, distinguish- 
ed chemist and former provost of the 
University of Pennsylvania, and re- 
quested him to test it in the hope of 
verifying the accuracy of his transla- 
tions. 

Ihr, Smith said the formula was un- 
known to him, but he turned it over 
to Dr. Hiram 8S. Lukens, professor 
of clemistry, and the latter's experi- 


ment proved the formula to be accu- 
rate but too complicated to be of com- 
mercial value today. 

Dr. Newbold’s studies gave him an 
international reputation among sa- 
vants, but noz: of his works attracted 
more attention probably than his so- 
lution of the cipher used by Bacon, 
whe wrote his secrets in this manner 
for fear that his life imprisonment for 
heresy and necromancy would be 
turned into capital punishment.

Unsuited To Govern. 


The whele truth of the matter is 
that they are utterly unsuited to gov- 
ern themselves. The Indian politician 
may or may not be a high-souled pa- 
triot; the one thing certain is that 
they have so taken to political intrigue 
and the heady business of catchwords 
that they have lost sight of hard facts 
in academic theory. Liberty is one 
thing: independence is another. Un- 
der British rule they have a large 
measure of liberty; with independence 
would come the complete negation of 
liberty and the restoration of the ty- 
ranny which was the only settled fea- 
ture of Indian history until our ar- 
rival. 

It would be sheer hypocrisy to pre- 
tend that we conquered India in. a 
spirit of altruism; nor for that mat- 
ter can I recall a single case where 
one nation has conquered another un- 
der the impulse of brotherly love. But 
having taken the place, we gave them 
of our best, and in spite of many 
grievous errors, British rule in India 
stands foursquare to the winds of in- 
quiry as an honest attempt to im- 
prove the condition of its people. 

Apart from the fact that we can- 
not afford to gire up India, our 
withdrawal would be unthinkable upon 
the grounds of the best interests of 
the country itself, Not only is there 
a complete lack of unity or—siave 
in the minds of a few idealists—na- 
tional consciousness, but there is ac- 
tually a spirit of mistrust between 
the diversified elements. ‘The Hindus 
hate and distrust the Moslems, anid 
the latter return the compliment. Im- 
partiality, generally speaking, is an 
unknown quantity, and though the 
British lack of bias is appreciated, 
there are no signs either of the de-

The Dutch press, according to a 
writer in the Hague Post, is to be

Does not memory of past sin 
often prevent one fully turning 
over a new leaf and putting his 
best efforts in each day’s work? 

In three significant texts the Lord 
is represented as the Supreme Par- 
doner: “Thou hast cast all my sins 
behind thy baek (Isaiah, xxxviii, 17): 
“IT will forgive their iniquity, and 
will remember their sin no more” 
(Jeremiah, xxxi, 34); “Thou wilt cast 
all their sins into the depths of the 
sea’? (Micah, vii, 19). The tenor of 


vine prerogative of forgiveness cor- 
roborates these passages and enforces 
its absolute nature once its conditions 
are met. 

In this respect God’s thoughts are 
not our thoughts, neither are His 
Ways our ways. Time’s ameliorating 
drift sometimes washes away sore 
recollections, but they rankle in too 
many of us after we have professed 
to forgive injuries, 

The memory of past offenses need 
not be a hindrance to amendment. 
They should be its incentive. Yet 
they can degenerate into the useless 
remorse which bewilders life’s out- 
look.

It was, 
a crude way to stimulate the breath- 
ing—victims of opium poisoning 
breathe very slowly and seem to for 
get to breathe. There are other ways 
to stimulate breathing, more effective 
and more humane, as well as simpler 
to carry out. The proper way is by 
applying Schafer’s prone _ pressure 
method of artificial respiration, a 
thing which any Boy Scout, Girl Scout 
or other intelligent, well educated child | 
can do in an emergency. If you dont} 
know how to do it you had better ask 
gome scout to show you, for it may 
mean the saving of a life precious 
to you. I ean’t understand how any- 
one with a fair sense of responsibility 
dare to go to bed at night ignorant 
of this life saving maneuver—his own 
loved ones may need it before morn- 
ing. How can anyone let a child die 
from carbon-monoxid gassing, or sul- 
focation, or, agphyxiation, or drown- 
ing, or eleciric shock, and ever for- 
get that, had he taken due care to 
learn this method of resuscitation, he 
might have saved that life? 

The injured girl should have been 
left lying flat on the ground. She} 
should have been covered’ wit) 
coats or blankets or whatever was 
available, for warmth. Rubbing any 
part of her body would have been 
good treatment, for friction not only 
makes warmth but stimulates and 
aids the circulation. Any available 
means of applying artificial heat—as 
by hot water bottles, flatirons, etc., to 
the feet or under the arms or to any 
part of the. body, of course with pre- 
eaution against burning, would have 
been good treatment. It wa3 mischiev- 
ious and dangerous to raise her up 
and especially to encourage her to 
walk. Most ignorant but somehow 
always officious bystanders want to 
make an injured person sit up, Thig 
is harmful, if there is anything like 
fainting or shock from injury. By all 
means keep the victim horizontal, or 
better, let the body lie on an incline 
with the head lowest, or raise only the 
legs. 

Shock manifests itself thus: The 
victim, whether actually injured or 
only badly frightened, is pale, cold, 
weak, dazed or strangely quiet and 
unresponsive. Perhaps faint replies 
are made to vigorous questioning. The 
victim’s mental function, like all other 
functions, is in abeyance; not neces- 
sarily unconscious, but enly half con- 
scious. The breathing is shallow and 
the rate slow; the pulse is weak, rap 
id, hard for a novice to detect at all, 
the pupils (dark centers) of the eyes 
are usually large, though this is a 
sign difficult for the layman to read, 
the skin is cold or clammy to your 
touch and probably covered with cold 
sweat, at least about the forehead. 

That is a picture of shock, fainting, 
syncope from hemorrhage, and toned 
down a bit it passes very well for 
frizht. — P

_ The main point 
in these hands is 
whether a No 
Trump should be taken out with a 
four-card major suit. It should not be, 
unless the hand containg the unusmal 
combination of great strength in the 
four-card Major, side strength and a 
blank suit, or a menacing singleton. 
The two hands above given have ex- 
actly the same high-card strength and 
the same strong Spade suit. but ihe 
take-out advisable in No. 1 (which fal- 
fills the three requirements named) 
would®be unsound in No. 2. as it bas 
a: good No Trump distribution. 

At one time there was corsiderable 
doubt among expert players concerning 
the advisability of taking out part- 
ners No Trump with a strorg four- 
card Major, regardless of what the 
balance of the hand might be; but ex- 
perience’ proved that, except in the 
most unusual cases, the four-card take- 
out does not work satisfactorily. The 
No Trump, with exactly three cards 
of the take-out suit, is very apt to al- 
low it to stand. When this bappens, 
the contract is played with a total of 
seven trumps in the combined hands, 
leaving six for the adversaries. Under 
suc’) conditions, as one adversary is 
apt to have four trumps, it is gener- 
ally much more difficult to make four 


of the Major than it would have been 
to make three No Trumps. For this 
reason, taking out with four-card Ma- 
jors, even with as strong a suit as 
Ace-King-Queen-x, is generally unwise 
unless a blank suit or a_ worth- 
less singleton suggests serious danger 
for the No Trump. The honor-score 
take-out (that is, a take-out made so 
as to obtain an 80—or 90—abeve the 
line) is the only other type of four- 
card Major take-out which is advis- 
able. With a four-card Major in which 
every card is an honor, and with such 
side strength that opposite to a No 
Trump, game is obviously assured at 
either declaration, the certainty that 
the honor-score will be materially 
yreater with the Major than at No 
Trump, makes the take-out advanta- 
geous. 
The pointer for today is: 


Do not take out your partner’s No 
Trump with a four-card Major, unless 
the Major is very strong and the hand 
contains additional strength and a 
blank suit or weak singleton; or un- 
less, with four honors in one hand, the 
side strength assures a Major game 
and a higher honor-count. 

During the last few days it has been 
explained that a Major take-out shonid 
be made with strength, and should not 
be made with weakness; but what min- 
imum strength is required to justify 
it has not been stated. To illustrate 
this, four hands are given which will 
be discussed tomorrow ; the question in 
each being whether, after a No Trump 
by partner and a pass by Second 
Hand, Third Hand should bid two 
Spades,

The rule book has followed the 
professional menace in baseball with 
such a wary eye that few rules are 
now possible to further tighten the 
amateur requirements of the college 
gaie., Summer baseball has virtually 
been denied the college player: He 
cannot receive pecuniary consideration 
for playing on any summer baseball 
téim, although he may participate in 
vacation baseball if he plays for fun 
|on a Club which is engaged no oftener 
then three times a week. 


Further restriction was clamped on 
the summer baseball game last year at 
Athens, Ga., meeting when the con- 
ference adopted a rule that no student 
playing on a team recognized by the 
nutional baseball contmission shall be 
elizible for intercollegiate athleties. 
The new rule was designed to reach 
many of the small-town leagues un- 
touched by former rules. Many of the 
small leagues schedule no more than 
three games a week, but they submit 
their differences to the national com- 
mission and are recognized by that 
body. 4 

Another rule provides that any col- 
lege athlete who receives money for 
signing a contract with a professional 
baseball team shall be ineligible for 
intereollegiate athletics. This prevents 
the college player from signing a con- 
tract with professional clubs until aft- 
er the close of his final college season.

Investments Affect Wages. 
Less than 25 years ago the average 
mechanic worked for 25 cents an 
hour, 56 hours a week. ‘Today in the 
manufacturing industries the average 
mechanic works 44 hours a week at 
an hourly rate of &6 cents 
cents. In a quarter of a century the 
hourly wage rate for mechanics has 
increased 244 per cent, while their 
hours of work have decreased 27 per 
cent. Similar illustrations might be 
found in most American industries. In 
1914 the manufacturing industries of 
this country paid $4,067,.719,000 in 
wages. In 1923 their pay-roll was 
$10,985,895,000. This year the total 
will probably be even larger. 

While the employee's dollar, spent 
for general living expenses, is now less 
than about 40 per cent below its 1914 
buying power the employer's dollar, 
spent for wages. is worth considerably 
less than half of what it was in pre- 
war days. The present high standard 
of wages in the United States has 
been made possible by the conversion 
of money capital into producing capi- 
tal in the form of modern machinery 
and plants. This means increased 
efficiency that has made enormous 
production possible. Workers in the 
shoe industries, for example, are at 
twice their wage scale of 1900, simply 
because 100 pairs of shoes, that 25 
years ago required 236 hours of labor, 
can now be made in 168 hours. 

As workers save a portion of, their 
earnings and put them to work in 
sound enterprise they are helping to 
cut the cost of production upon which 
wage incre: :es depend. Every dollar 
safely invested and used for sound 
industrial improvement and growth, to 
acquire more efficient machinery and 
larger plants, and better methods, 
works to increase wealth and to cut 
production costs. Thus the _ dollar 
placed in honest, capable business, be- 
sides assuring: the investor an income, 
is helping the worker gain shorter 
hours, better working conditions, 1m- 
proved products and higher wages. 
On the other hand, the dollar used to 
gamble in wildcat schemes cripples 
honest industry and helps to keep 
wages and production down.

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GEN. HAGOOD SPEAKS 
ATU.D.€. CONVENTION 


Camden, 8S. C., December 1.—(#)— 
Praising the patriotism of the south, 
Major General Johnson Hagood. of 
Atlanta, told the state convention of 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy today that the south “stands 
as a bold challenge to the rest of the 
country and to the world, 100 per 
cent pure American.” 

Speaking on the subject, “The Pa- 
trotic South’? General Hagood said 
the south, which he had heard spoken 
of “with suspicion as to its loyalty’ 
now has assumed leadership in pa- 
triotism “free from all cults and isms, 
square behind our constitution and 
square behind our government—as is.” 

“We hear of radicals, of bolshevists 
and of communists, but we do _ not 
understand what they mean,” he said. 
“They are something far away and 
have no part in our daily life.” 

General Hagood said that in all 
southern states east of the Mississippi 
river there are less foreigners than 
in the single state of Rhode Island, 
and half as many as in Connecticutt 
alone, 

“I do not depreciate the value of 
our naturalized citizens nor their 
lovalty, but we of the south ean truly 
say that we have no foreign menace; 
that we are satisfied with our goy- 
ernment, and that no element of our 
community is attempting to substi- 
tute anything new-fangled or foreign- 
born.” 

Averting to the south’s record in 
war, the speaker cited the fact that 
the south produced Washington gqnd 
Wilson and “America’s greatest sol- 
dier, Robert EF. Lee.” He then re- 
viewed the gallant records of south- 
erners in the world war. many of them 
sons of Confederate soldiers.

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Fulton Commission Decides 
To ‘Go Slow’ for Next Year 
On New Road Construction 


P No Reference Made to 
Grand Jury Recommen- 
dations for 2-Year Ces- 
sation of Road Building. 


Members of the Fulton county com- 
mission, at the regular monthly meet- 
ing Wednesday, expressed their inten- 
tion of going “very slow” during the 
remainder of this year and throughout 
the next in the expenditure of county 
funds for the construction of new road 
projects. 

No reference was made to the rec- 
ommendations of the past two Fulton 


‘ eounty grand juries, which urged dis- 
' continuance of all new road work for 
a period of two years to save Fulton 
county from $40,000 to $50,000 an- 
nual interest on borrow money. 

Numerous requests for paving, grad- 
ing and widening of various streets 
and roads were made and on a num- 
ber of occasions the commission de- 
clined to undertake the work, stat- 
ing that “if the promises of the 
board were carried out” there was 
enough work already mapped out for 
the ensuing year. It,was pointed out 
that there will be certain exceptions to 
the blanket rule in regard to repair 
work and the maintenance of roads al- 
ready built. 

Fair Street Widening. 

Alderman W. B. Hartsfield and a 
large group of citizens of the third 
ward appeared before the body with 
a request for aid in the widening of 
Fair street. The citizens pointed out 
that the widened street would form a 
thoroughfare from the city to the new 
Columbia seminary, which is soon to 
be located near here; to Stone Moun- 
tain and to Ingleside. Plans are also 
on foot for Fair street to connect 
Stone Mountain and Keunesaw moun- 
tain, to be known as the Kennesaw- 
Stone Mountain highway, route 10._ 

Estimate of the cost of the widen- 
fing of the street has been submitted 
to the committees at work on _ the 
project by William Hansell, chief of 
construction of the city of Atlanta, in 
the sum of $60,000. The county was 
asked to provide for one-half of the 
expense, either by an appropriation of 
$30,000 or by furnishing labor to this 
amount on the project. 

The request was referred to the 
public works committee of the com- 
mission for investigation and report 
at the next meeting of the board. In 
the meantime, plans will go forward 
to get the city to do its apportioned 
share of the movement for the 
widening. 

Want Drive Opened. 

Representatives of the P.-T. A. of 
the O'Keefe Junior High school ap- 
pealed for the opening of ‘Techwood 
drive from its preseat terminus to 
Sixth street, making the school ac- 
cessible to vehicular traffic from sev- 
eral streets. The request was also 


referred to the public works commit- 
tee for investigation and report. 

The commission was asked to take 
over and assume the mortgage on the 
Community Home for Girls, located at 
318 Cooper street. The home, it was 
pointed out, cares for girls who have 
completed terms in detention homes or 
who are serving short terms for law 
violations. Approximately 87 per cent 
of the girls released from the home 
have been placed in good occupations 
aad were returned to a Christian life, 
it was stated. The matter was re- 
ferred to the chairman of the board 
and the county attorney with power 
to act. The question as to the Ie- 
gality of the commission taking over 
the home was raised. 

The question of the extension of 
Heard’s Ferry road from its terminus 
to Power’s Ferry road was referred 
to the public works committees with 
power to act. 


Gift to Veterans. 


An appropriation of $20 to go to- 
ward the annual Christmas fund for 
the Confederate veterans was voted. 
The original request, however, for an 
advertisement in the annual Christ- 
mas year book was refused and the 
appropriation substituted. 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Jere A. Wells asked for the assurance

Wants Bigger Fee. 


JNew school sites are being selected, 
if was pointed out, due to the fact 
that the communities in which the old 
school sites were located had grown 
considerably and the sites were not 
large enough to take care of the school 
buildings and necessary facilities. 

Hooper Alexander, Atlanta attor- 
ney, appenred before the commission 
and asked for an additional sum of 
$1,000 as fees for assisting in the 
prosecution of Atlanta brokers al- 
leged te have been operating. their 
business concerns ag “bucket shops.” 
The attorney was originally paid a 
fee of $1,000 and later was ¢iven a 
check for $500, it was pointed out. 
There was no specified sum to be paid 
by the commission for the service, 
the tentative agreement merely being 
that he should be compensated a “rea- 
sonable fee.”

Permanent success of Arbor day 
planting depends on the selection of 
the right specie of trees, proper spac- 
ing and subsequent care of the tree, 
according to the department.

state, the passage of the forestry 
laws. 

Details of the fight for the passage 
of the state forestry laws and reasons
